Each of the names was checked for conflicts in two databases; 

1) Trademarkscan - contains all federally registered trademarks (and 
applications) currently on file with the U.S. Patent and Trademark 
Office in Washington. 

2) Dun & Bradstreet Market Identifiers - lists all U.S. companies with 
either 10 or more employees or more than $1 million in sales. 

The names were checked for conflicts In the following categories; 

Trademarkscan 

Class 8 - Smokers' Articles 
Class 17 - Tobacco Products

Please keep in mind that this is not a legal search of each name's 
availability. The purpose is to discover and weed out obvious conflicts, 
and to give the naming team an idea of the relative "popularity" of each 
name in the categories searched.

Silverado is the only name which appears to be available for use (other 
than Blue Ridge and Shannon, which are already owned by Phillip Morris)- 

Marina is probably too close to the cigarette Casa Marina, but that 
judgment would have to be made by a trademark lawyer.
